Cats, Ferrets Can Carry SARS 


GALVESTON, TEXAS I House cats and ferrets 
can get the SARS virus and spread it to other 
animals, a study has found, raising a disturb- 
ing question: Can they give it to people? 

“You might want to quarantine the pets 
as well as the people” in the event of an out- 
break, suggested Dr. Robert Shope, an expert 
on emerging diseases at the University of 
Texas Medical Branch in Galveston. 

Other scientists who have studied the 


sometimes -deadly severe acute respiratory 
syndrome say pet owners shouldn’t overreact. 

“These animals in all likelihood did not 
play a significant role” in the spread of SARS 
to humans, said Dr. Klaus Stohr, the World 
Health Organization’s chief SARS scientist. 

Researchers discovered the vulnerability 
of cats and ferrets to SARS while searching 
for animals to test vaccines; their study was 
published in Thursday’s “Nature.” (ap) 


Iraq Focus 
May Shift 
To Attacks 


Hunt for culprits could pull 
forces off search for WMD 


WASHINGTON! American forces might have to 
cut the number of intelligence officers search- 
ing for weapons of mass destruction in Iraq 
and reassign them to a search for the culprits 
behind a wave of deadly attacks. 

Defense and intelligence officials said 
Wednesday the idea has been debated by 
senior administration officials for several 
weeks, during which attacks have spiraled up 
to an average of nearly three dozen a day. 

Military commanders have said for 
months they believe the attackers include 
remnants of the former Iraqi regime. 

But they have yet to solve any of the major 
bombings that began in August, and say they 
need more intelligence resources to identify 
and stop those involved. 

Some troops already have been shifted from 
other areas to help with intelligence on the 
insurgency in Iraq, said Defense Department 
spokesman Lawrence Di Rita. 

Ousting Saddam before he could give the 
weapons to anti-American terrorists was the 
main rationale for the war, so reducing the 
number of workers assigned to the weapons 
hunt might have political implications. 

Officials stressed Wednesday that the 
search would continue and that they still think 
weapons will be found, pauline jelinek (ap)

Shifting winds draw 
flames toward the east, 
away from big cities 

LAKE ARROWHEAD, CALIF. | 
Firefighters struggled desperately 
Wednesday to save emptied- out 
resort towns in Southern California’s 
San Bernardino Mountains as 200- 
foot walls of flame engulfed dead 
and dried- out trees. 

In San Diego County, the state’s 
largest fire claimed another victim 
when a firefighting crew was over- 
come by flames, killing one and 
injuring three. It marked the first 
firefighter death since the series of 
blazes began last week and brought 
the total number of dead to 18. 


No Major Power 
Disruptions Arise 
From Solar Storm 

DENVER I The most powerful geo - 
magnetic storm possible walloped the 
Earth Wednesday, knocking out some 
airline communications but appar- 
ently causing no large power outages. 
The storm, the most disruptive to 
hit Earth since 1989, was unleashed 
by the fourth-most powerful solar 
flare ever seen, NASA said. 

The gigantic cloud of highly 
charged particles hurled from the 
sun posed a threat to electric utili- 
ties, high frequency radio communi- 
cations, satellite navigation systems 
and television broadcasts. 

The biggest immediate effect was 


The hot, dry Santa Ana winds 
from the desert that had been whip- 
ping the fires into raging infernos 
eased, only to give way to stiffbreezes 
off the ocean that pushed the flames 
up the canyon walls around evacuat- 
ed resort towns like Lake Arrowhead 
and Big Bear, east of Los Angeles. 

The fires have burned more than 
620,000 acres and destroyed 1,800 
homes. More than 12,000 firefight- 
ers and support crew were fighting 
what Gov. Gray Davis said may be 
the worst and costliest disaster 
California has ever faced. He esti- 
mated the cost at $2 billion so far.

Authorities have said they knew 
about violent rants by Eric Harris 
and Dylan Klebold in 1998, a year 
before the shootings, and that a 
search warrant was not acted upon. 

But Jefferson County Sheriff Ted 
Mink, who took office in July, said 
Wednesday that someone had called 


the sheriff’s office a year earlier, in 
1997, to tip off authorities about a 
Web site run by Harris. 

A deputy investigated the tip 
and forwarded a report and print- 
outs from the Web site to a sher- 
iff’s investigator in charge of com- 
puter-related crimes. Mink said. 
But the investigation of the Web 
site apparently stopped there. 

Some families have been sharp- 
ly critical of the sheriff’s office

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Iraq Deal Extended for 
Cheney’s Ex-Employer 


Halliburton may keep 
restoring Iraqi oil fields 
until early next year 

WASHINGTON | The Bush administra- 
tion Wednesday delayed its planned 
replacement of a lucrative no -bid 
contract in Iraq that was award- 
ed to Halliburton, Vice President 
Dick Cheney’s former company. 

Halliburton, paid $1.59 billion so 
far to restore Iraq’s oil industry, could 
stay on the job until early next year 
under the new schedule announced 
by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 

The Corps, which supervises 
the reconstruction, said it decid- 
ed to increase the amount of work 
required and therefore must receive 
revised bids. Halliburton’s contract 


will be replaced by two contracts, 
selected from competitive bids. 

The new schedule calls for selec- 
tion of the winning bidders in either 
December or January. 

The Corps decided to divide 
Halliburton’s work among sepa- 
rate contractors for the northern 
and southern oil fields. Each con- 
tract will have a minimum value 
of $500,000. The maximum cost 
for the northern oil fields con- 
tract will be $800 million and for 
the southern fields, $1.2 billion. 

Cheney’s office has said the vice 
president has no current ties to 
Halliburton and had nothing to do 
with the contract. He still receives 
deferred payments for services per- 
formed while he was employed by 
the company, larry margasak (ap)

Top Chinese Official Visits 

China’s No. 2 leader visited North 
Korea on Wednesday, adding the 
prestige of his position to Beijing’s 
efforts to encourage another round 
of six-nation talks about the North’s 
nuclear program.

LAGOS, NIGERIA | Nigerian authori- 
ties said Wednesday polio vaccines 
recently administered in a nation- 
wide campaign will undergo labora- 
tory testing to calm fears the United 
States is using the immunization 
campaign to sow AIDS and steril- 
ity among Muslims. 

Vice President Abubakar Atiku 
ordered testing on the vaccines for 


agents that could spread HIV or ste- 
rility, state television reported. 

The Nigerian government has 
previously said such charges are 
ridiculous. U.N. officials involved 
in the vaccination campaign say 
proof that the vaccines are safe 
has been repeatedly supplied. 

Nigerian Muslims have become 
increasingly suspicious of vaccine 


initiatives since 1996, when some 
families accused New York-based 
Pfizer Inc. of using an experimental 
meningitis drug on patients without 
fully informing them of the risks. 
The company denied any wrong- 
doing in a subsequent U.S. federal 
lawsuit by 20 disabled Nigerians.

Study finds growing 
numbers think it s OK 
to cheat on their taxes 

WASHINGTON | The number of 
Americans who believe it’s OK to 
cheat “a little here and there” on 
their taxes has risen 50 percent in 
the past four years, a government 
survey says — a trend that new IRS 
Commissioner Mark Everson, in an 
interview, promises to reverse by 
going after scofflaws at all income 
levels. 

Of the 1,024 taxpayers surveyed 
by telephone in July, 12 percent said 
that it was acceptable to cheat a lit- 
tle when filing income taxes. Only 8 
percent felt that way in 1999. Those 
who said taxpayers should cheat “as 
much as possible” also went up, from 
3 percent to 5 percent. 

The percentage of people who 
believed it was every American’s 
civic duty to pay his fair share of 
taxes decreased from 81 percent in 
1999 to 68 percent in 2003. 

Everson, now six months into 
a five-year term at the head of 
the Internal Revenue Service, 
described the findings as a “check 
engine” warning light coming on.

Hiker Murder Trial Is 
Delayed by Nine Months 


New revelations raise 
doubt in murder ease 
dating baek to 1996 

HARRISONBURG, VA. | A federal judge 
Wednesday postponed the capital 
murder trial of Darrell David Rice 
for nine months at the request of 
prosecutors who want to examine 
hairs discovered on crime scene 
evidence and previously tested 
DNA that suggests another man 
was involved. 

Rice, 36, is accused of tortur- 
ing and slashing to death Julianne 
Williams and Laura Winans at a 
Shenandoah National Park camp- 
site during Memorial Day weekend 
in 1996. 

His trial was to begin Nov. 3, 
but prosecutors asked for a delay 
this week after a flurry of tests by 


government experts who found 
three additional hairs on evidence 
and concluded that another man 
may have been present during the 
murders. 

Prosecutors say in court doc- 
uments that when 
they indicted Rice 
in April 2002, their 
forensic experts 
said hair and fin- 
gerprints found 
at the campsite 
were inconclusive 
— neither proving nor disproving 
that Rice was the killer. 

But when prosecutors ordered 
additional tests in preparation for 
the trial, lab technicians found that 
a strand of hair previously linked 
to Williams or Winans actually 
belonged to someone other than 
the victims or Rice, chris kahn (ap)

undetectable drug. 

The World Anti-Doping Agency 
has urged retesting of all stored 
samples worldwide.

CELEBRITY I Last month, Jessica 
Simpson and Nick Lachey shot 
from B-list to A-list celebrity 
status. 

Need proof? They were guests 
on “Larry King Live” last week. 
They’re on the cover of the Oct. 27 
issue of Us Weekly. And “Saturday 
Night Live” has paid homage to 
them recently with a skit. 

The couple did it by showing 
the public what their first year 
of marriage looks like on 
MTV’s “Newlyweds,” one 
of the network’s most pop - 
ular programs. 

Before “Newlyweds,” 

Nick (a member of the 
boy band 98 Degrees) and 
Jessica (a solo pop artist) 
were hardly mainstream 
stars; their fan base consist- 
ed mostly of preteens.

They’re on In Touch Weekly’s 
cover next week with the headline 
“Wedding Fever.” 

Individually, they’re ordinary 
citizens — minor celebrities, at 
most — but together they’re a 
franchise. “Take them apart, and 
it doesn’t command the same thing,” 
says Steve LeGrice, executive edi- 
tor of In Touch. 

Look at what Ashton Kutcher 
and Demi Moore have done for 
each other. Moore, who had been 
living with her kids in Idaho in 
recent years, has made a comeback 
in part because of her relationship 
with Kutcher. 

As for Kutcher, the combination 
of hosting MTV’s “Punk’d” and dat- 
ing Moore has shot him to a new 
celebrity stratosphere. 

With “Friends” going off the air 


at the end of this season, Courteney 
Cox is promoting her new project, 
“Mixing It Up,” a design show on 
the cable network WE. To do that, 
she has been opening up about her 
relationship with her husband, actor 
David Arquette. 

People magazine’s cover for 
the week of Oct. 27 screams: 
“Inside Their Marriage: Hoping 
for a baby, launching a TV show. 
Hollywood’s happiest odd couple 
talk about how they get through 
the rough spots.” 

But why are some couples more 
interesting than others? 

“Julia Roberts and her husband 
don’t go to premieres together,” says 
Us Weekly’s Schaefer. “Because of 
that, there’s not as much to say. 
People like Jessica and Nick put 
their relationship on TV, so it’s 
a topic of conversation. I was at 
dinner last night and overheard a 
30-ish guy talking about Jessica’s 
comment about Chicken of the 
Sea.

R E A D I N G S I Robbie Conal has never 
been arrested. 

This is a fairly amazing factoid, 
considering that the Los Angeles - 
based guerilla artist trafficked in 
civilly disobedient public art. 

For eight years Conal, who comes 
to town with a book of his works, 
created scathing posters of politi- 
cians, incredibly detailed but for 
slight exaggerations and drawn - 
in props, and plastered them on 
Southern California walls and 
buildings. It wasn’t legal, it wasn’t 
considered high art, but it was 
extremely effective. 

Conal’s posters of Ronald 
Reagan, both George Bushes, Rush 
Limbaugh, Dick Cheney and other 
powerful white men are L.A.-area 
icons of protest and street commu- 
nication.

A little food coloring makes them even 
more festive. Best of all, they’re a cinch to make. The thing you need the most of 
is time — these guys need to set up overnight. Note to vegetarians: You can use 
vegan gelatin, kim o’donnel (washingtonpost.com) 


EQUIPMENT NEEDED: candy ther- 
mometer, electric mixer 

• Smearthe bottom and sides 
of a 9- by 13-inch pan (ora pan 
similar in size) with vegetable oil 
and set it aside. 

• In a large mixing bowl, sprinkles 
envelopes of unflavored gelatin over 
3/4 cup cold water. Cover the bowl 
and let it soften until ready to use. 

• In a heavy-bottomed saucepan, 
combine2cups sugar, 3/4cup light 
corn syrup and 3/4 cup water. Cook 
over medium heat; stir until sugar 
dissolves completely and mixture 
comes toa boil. 

• Clipacandy thermometertothe 
inside of the pan and cook syrup 
without stirring ur\W\ it reaches 240° F 
(soft ball stage). Remove pan from 
heatandadd 1/4cupcorn syrup. 

• With a handheld electric mixer or 
astanding mixer, incorporatethe 
hot syrup into the large bowl con- 
taining the softened gelatin in a 
slow steady stream. Beatfor 10 min- 
utes, or until mixture triples in vol- 
ume and becomes very stiff. Add 1 
tablespoon vanilla. (Foratouch of 
Halloween, add 5 drops of orange 
food coloring). 

• Spread mixture intotheoiled pan. 
Smooth thetop as much as possi- 
ble using a rubber spatula or a wide 



knife dipped in water. Set aside, 
uncovered, at room temperature, 
forSto 10 hours or until mixture is 
cool and firm. (Let it set up over- 
night, whileyou have marshmallow 
dreams.) 

• When ready, runaknifearound 
the edge of panto loosen upthe 
marshmallow. Invert onto a cutting 
board oranotherflatsurfacethatis 
dusted with confectioner’s sugar. 
You may need to pry it out of the pan 
with yourfingers. Sift more confec- 
tioner’s overthe marshmallow once 
unmolded. 

• Score with a sharp knife or pizza 
cutter. Store in an airtight contain- 
er at room temperature. They’ll keep 
for a few weeks.

Could you explain the caucuses 
and how the caucuses differ from 
Other states’ primary elections? 

On Jan. 19 at 6:30 p.m., Iowa 
Democrats will go to a precinct 
location and publicly declare their 
support for the candidate of their 
choice. There are no ballots, just 
neighbors gathered together in 
preference groups. 

Rather than one vote for one 
person, the size of the group deter- 
mines the number of delegates they 
can elect for their candidate. The 
candidate with the most delegates 
statewide wins. 

What are the key issues that most 
concern Iowa Democrats? 

As all other Americans, Iowa 
voters are very concerned about 
the economy, the situation in 
Iraq, health care and education. 
Job loss is something that is on 
the minds of all lowans. Democrat 
or Republican. We need to get the 
economy on track. 

How has the large group of 
Democratic candidates energized 
or turned off Iowa voters? 

The large field has actually 
brought out many voters who may 
not normally follow politics. Each 
candidate has his or her own posi- 
tive attributes, which attracts many 
different voters. 

How expensive is it to put on your 
caucuses? 

They are not only expensive 
in dollar amounts, but also in 
time and organization. We esti- 
mate the caucuses will cost the 
Iowa Democratic Party around 
$750,000. That doesn’t even begin 
to cover what candidates have spent 
in the state.
